Mike  Ellis'  top  candidate  for  that  heavenly 
position,  Dick  Baker,  is  now  waging  a  terrific  election  campaign,  capably  managed  by  Claire  Arpin. 

Meantime,  Chiefy  Costa  has  assumed  the  dangerous  position  of  Big  Cheese,  along  with  his  Madame 
Cheese,  Maria  Peters.  They  have  the  protection  of  the  fearless  Limburger  Guards,  natives  of  the  moon. 
Assisting  Chiefy  in  setting  up  a  governing  body  is  his  able  and  efficient  secretary,  Shirley  Metcalf,  who 
handles  all  the  paper  work  and  official  business.  The  newly  appointed  Treasurer  of  the  Government, 
Germaine  Antaya,  is  taking  care  of  the  first,  second,  third,  and  fourth  quarters  of  the  moon. 

To  keep  his  office   running  smoothly,    Mayor  Claude  Bachand  has  hired  Bitsie  MacKinnon  to  handle 
personnel.    Between  them  they  have    done    a    good  job.    Realizing  the  need  for  Police  and  Fire  Depart- 
ments, Mayor  Claude  hired  Janet  "Red"  Nichols  (because  of  her  natural  characteristics)  to  be  Fire  Chief; 
and  George  Barbieri,    Police  Chief.    George  is  so  gullible    and   soft-hearted    that  not  a  soul  occupies  the 
jail  cells. 

The  important  Highway  Commissioner  is  Sylvia  "Hot  Rod"  Suprenant,  who  keeps  the  roads  in  tip-top 
condition.  Peter  Lewis,  her  chief  "cheese -monkey"  from  Bob  Sfreddo's  long  chain  of  "Cheesoline"  sta- 
tions, keeps  her  Highway  Department  vehicles  in  top  running  condition.

One  of  the  books  in  greatest  demand 
there  is  Live  on  the  Moon  and  Like  It  by  the  brilliant  young  authoress  Lorraine  Levesque. 

In  order  to  underwrite  the  expense  of  education,  young  matrons  of  the  moon,  the  former  Elaine  Ryan, 
Phyllis  Coderre,  Barbara  Mitchell,  and  Barbara  Cree,  sponsor  a  charity  show  at  Tanglewood  of  the  Stars. 
Ray  Maloney,  the  efficient  manager  of  Tanglewood,  has  hired  JanetAntaya,  who  is  famous  for  her  lovely 
floraldecorations,  to  decorate.  Besides  flowers,  Janet  raises  the  healthiest  starfish  on  the  moon.  The  rea- 
son for  their  extraordinary  health  is  that  Irene  Gianoutsos  supplements  her  desire  to  help  humanity  by 
taking  care  of  them. 

The  program  opens  with  the  Benoit  Trio,  Chritten  Benoit,  Don  Lavoie,  and  John  Saletnik,  playing  the 
National  Anthem,  which  is  Nancy  Shaw's  arrangement  of  Stardust. 

Leading  danseuse  Dottie  Girard,  introduces  the  program.  The  program  continues  with  Luna  Crooner 
Tom  Hmay.  Anne  Detarando,  a  truly  great  pianist,  entertains  us  with  an  original  composition  and  later 
accompanies  Shirley  Demirjian,  an  accomplished  violinist.  Genevieve  Ridout,  another  Cornelia  Otis 
Skinner,  is  a  contrast  to  Gilda  DiGregorio,  a    first  class  comedienne. 
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A  tour  of  the  moon  brings  us  to  the  entrance  of  Old  Wells  High  Village  (a  living  museum  of  our  high 
school  days)  managed  by  Roger  Simpson.  Inspection  shows  that  the  P.  A.  System  is  operated  by  exper- 
ienced Wilfred  Paul.  Jimmy  Kennedy's  voice  pervades  the  atmosphere  with  "No  kidding,  Dick  Tracy," 
"Who  gave  you  the  clue?"  "MEW!",  "Bird!",  "All  right  already" --expressions  all  familiar  to  the  class 
of  "53. 

Among  the  exhibits  are  Gloria  Robidoux  and  Eleanor  Shepard  preserving  the  D.  A.  haircuts;  Pauline 
Lusignan  twinkling  through  the  Charleston;  "Cueball"  Kowalski  shooting  comets  through  Saturn's  ring  to 
preserve  the  still  popular  game  of  basketball;  Hazel  Undergraves  and  Shirley  McGrath  rewriting  the 
works  of  Shakespeare  for  the  moon  people;  Andy  Perikli  demonstrating  the  mighty  game  of  ping  pong. 
Dot  Richards'  special  job  is  relating  the  stale  jokes  of  the  class  of  '53. 

Even  athletes  at  work  enliven  the  scene.  Ron  Orlowski,  Ted  Kalis,  and  Bill  Welch,  the  incomparable 
moonball  players,  keep  in  condition  by  pounding  cheese,  while  Mario  Bernadone  strengthens  his  arm 
muscles  by  making  the  moon  shine. 

Bill   Castrucci  and  Jack  Towse  are  still  "Racing  with  the  Moon." 

A  consideration  of  the  geography  of  the  moon  offers  other  information  about  the  class.  Not  far  from 
the  center  of  town  is  a  newly  constructed  Cheesemobile  Factory,  owned  and  operated  by  Kenneth  "Henry 
Ford"  Ramsdell,  the  XXVI,  a  direct  descendant  of  Chief  Pontiac  of  Earth.  Kenny's  supersalesman,  Barry 
Blake,  is  beaming  over  his  major  triumph  in  selling  to  Brud  Allard  a  $7,000  cherry  red  and  canary  yellow 
custom  convertible.  Brud,  fulfilling  his  desire  to  be  a  bachelor,  lives  alone  in  his  chalet  located  on  Swiss 
Cheese  Mountain. 

By  the  way,  Annie  "Oakley"  Persse  is  still  shooting  holes  in  Swiss  Cheese  Mountain  faster  than  Robert
